INTRODUCTION 


Harry G. Beasley, founder of the Cranmore Ethnographical Museum, Chislehurst, Kent, made 
his first acquisition of a lime spatula (see Lots 74 to 99) at the age of 11 and continued collecting 
and studying ethnographical art until his death in 1939. 


Over the years he built up a private collection that was probably the finest in Britain. He 
achieved this by exchange with Institutions and other collectors throughout the World and by 
purchase mainly from Missionary Societies, soldiers and Auction Houses. Although much 
travelled, he never visited the countries whose primitive art so fascinated him. His collection 
included such famous pieces as the early 19th century Hawaiian feather Cloaks (now Pitt 
Ravers Museum, Oxford and British Museum, London); the Benin armorial Cup and 
American Totem Pole (now British Museum) ; Captain Cook’s feather Cape (now Edinburgh 
Museum) and the African reticulated ivory Bracelet which is included in this Sale (Lot 216). 
During his lifetime H. G. Beasley was in correspondence with museums and collectors 
throughout the World, the results of which can be seen in his published articles and his 
standard work on South Seas Fish Hooks published in 1928 (Lot 219). 


Apart from his main interests in the South Seas and North West Coast of America he was a 
pioneer collector of Tibetan and Himalayan Art. His African interests were confined princi- 
pally to Benin. 


After his death in 1939 many items were presented to four National British Museums. This 
sale consists of the remaining collection, which has not been available for study since then. 


Many pieces are labelled and bear Mr Beasley’s register number. These numbers can be 
related to their acquisition date as follows:
